REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Prior to entry of this Response, claims 8-26 were presented for consideration on 
the merits. Claims 1-7 and 28-59 were withdrawn. Claim 27 was canceled. 

Claim 8 is now amended. Claims 9 and 10 are canceled. Claims 17, 18 and 21- 
23 are amended. Claims 1-7, 19, 20 and 27-59 are canceled without prejudice to 
resubmittal in a divisional or continuing application. Upon entry of the amendments, 
claims 8, 11-18 and 21-26 remain pending for consideration. 

Applicant has amended independent claims 8, 17, 18 and 21-23 as suggested by 
the Examiner. The Examiner previously indicated that the amendments would place the 
claims in condition for allowance. Claims 1-7, 9, 10, 19-20 and 27-59 have been 
canceled. 

On December 22, 2006, Applicant filed a Response to Final Action which was 
refused entry in an Advisory Action dated January 16, 2007. Applicant thanks the 
Examiner for the telephone interview of April 13, 2007 in which the Advisory Action was 
discussed. 

Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that all claims pending in the application 
are now in condition for allowance.
